While the plague was making terrible 
vavage. ia the ifland of Cyprus, in the 
{pring of 1760, a woman remarkably fan- 
guise and corpolent, after tofing her bui- 
band and two cbildrea, who died of the pla- 
gue in her arms, made it her daily employ- 

: principle of charity to attend 
al}. her fick neighbours, that ftood in need 
of her affiftance, and yet efcaped the infeétion. 
Alfo a Greek lad made it his bofinefs for 
months to wait on the fick, to wah, 
drefs and bury the dead, and yet he remained 
unhurt. In‘that contagion ten men were 
faid to die to ong woman ; bot the 
to whom it was almof unvverfally 
were both fees. Many places
